Who Can Apply
Open to all government of Guam employees and the public.

Qualification Requirements
Graduation from a recognized college or university with an Associale's degree or a diploma in nursing.

Necessary Special Qualifications
Possession of a current license to practice professional nursing on Guam; and

Possession of a valid driver's license.

Nature of work

This is routine professional community health nursing work. Employees in this class perform routine professional
community health nursing duties independentiy after initial training and work under closer supervision on a variety of
more complex developmental assignmenis.

lllustrative Examples of Work:
Performs a variety of professional community health nursing activities in accordance with approved planned programs.

Provides skilled nursing care and prescribed medications and treatments in clinic and to selected patients in their
homes; assisls in demonstrating nursing care to patients and families. Provides for conlinuity of patient care by
appropriate referrals and follow ups; assists the family to accept and assume responsibility for providing andfor
arranging for care and guides them toward self-help. Makes preliminary observations of patient's conditions and
prepares them for medical treatments; takes histories and maintains patient's charts and records. Affiliates with
community agencies and groups engaged in health, family services and educational aclivilies and assists persons {o
secure the use of medical services and other available services in the community. Maintains records and charts.
Perform related duties as required.

Knowiedge, Abilities & Skills
Knowledge of the principles, theories and practices of professional nursing. Ability to leam and apply community health

nursing techniques and practices. Ability to make work decisions in accordance with professional standards, rules and
regulations and other program guidelines. Ability to follow physician's orders precisely or determine if additional
consultation is required. Ability lo observe and interpret the physical manifestations of the patient's condition and also
the social and environmental factors which may hasten or delay recovery. Ability to work effeclively with the public and
employees. Ability to communicate effectively, orally and in writing. Ability to maintain records and charts. Skill in the
safe operation of a motor vehicle.

Minimum Educational Requirements
All new employment in the service of the government of Guam shall have, as a reasonable measure of job performance,

minimum requirement of high school diploma or a successful completion of General Education Development (GED)
test or any equivalent of a general educaltion high school program, apprenticeship program or successful completion
of a certification program, from a recognized, accredited or cerlified vocational technical institution, in a specialized field
required for the job, pursuant to Public Law 29-113.

Documentation Requirements

certified copy of the documenl(s) must accompany each employment application you are applying for with your legal
signature. Applicants shall be responsible to provide all required documents for each employment application submitted
and failure to provide proof may result in disqualification.

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Suitability Determination Form

Your employment application will not be deemed completed unless the Suitability Determination Form is compietely
filled out, signed and dated. If it is not complete or missing from your application, your application for this position will
be rejected. Please pay particular attention to queslion #2. If you answer “yes”, you must attach your police clearance
that is no older than one (1) month from the date of submitting your application. In addition, please resubmit an updated
Suitability form if anything occurred that warrants updating your responses on your Suitability Form afier you have
submitted your application.

Examination Reguirements
Applicants will be raled on a scale between 70.00 and 100.00 percent on the basis of their training, education and

experience in relation to the requirements of the position.

Interviewing Procedures
A persanal interview or interview by telephone (if off-island) will be held by the appointing autherity or his designee for
all eligibles referred via certification.

Employment Medical Examination
All applicants accepting employment must undergo a medical examination and be declared by the physician as capable

of performing the duties of the position being hired for.

Work Eligibility
When offered a position, you will be required to provide praof of identity and eligibility for employment in the United

States as condition of employment.

Drug Screening
Applicants selected for and offered employment with the Government of Guam shall undergo and pass a mandalory

drug test before being employed. This also applies to employees selected for Test Designated Paositions (TDP), failure
to submit or pass such drug test shall be grounds for rescinding the offer of appointment.

Police & Court Clearances Requirements

If selected for this position, your selection will be conditional pending submission of a recent police and court
clearance, and laking and passing a drug test (see Drug Screening seclion of the announcement). The hiring
department will mail a letter to you explaining these requirements. You will have five (5) business days from the
postmarked date of your letter to submit police and court clearances that are no older than one (1) month from the date
of you letter.
